As was hit 
parent", he, too, early in life became a 
staunch Democrat and entered into 
politics before he was admitted to the 
Bar. 
In 1386 he became a member of 


the Quaker City Bar, having already 
won a reputation as an orator.

Judge James G. Gordon resigned from gne resort 
the Common Pleas Court No. 3, in 1893' 
Judge McCarthy was named by Gover- 
nor Bastings to fill the vacancy. So 
well did he administer the duties of 
his office that upon the expiration of 
his term of appointment three years 
ago he was re-elected.

Arrested For Disturbing I'ublio Peace. 
On Friday and Saturday fourteen 


young men of Bedford and vicinity 
were arrested on the charge of dis- 
turbing the public peace, the prosecu- 
tor b:ing J. J. Dallard, who was con- 
ducting a dance at Island Park, Wolfs- 
burg, Thursday night of last week, 
where and when the defendants by 
their rowdyism greatly annoyed those 
who were present. All of the boys 
but one acknowledged that they had 
violated the law and each paid the 
fine and costs, which amounted to 


Sf> 50. The young man who demanded 
a hearing was accommodated on Wed- 
nesday and found guilty. He had to 
pay S10 76, fine and costs. For certain 
reasons we withold the names of thf 
defendants this time.

Richard Little, of Scran ton, editor cf

Damages in the sum of 810,000 are de 
manded in the civil proceedings. Th 
actions are based on an article alleg 
ing that the officers of the Associate! 
Board of Charities used their position 
to levy blackmail in the name of char 
ity. Editor Little spent three month 
in jail in 1901 for libeling Colonel Rip 
pie. In his present suit Colonel Ripple 
taking advantage of the new libel law 
claims damages for "mental anguish.

"I have heard men argue that there 


is no God I have attended some of 
these anti God' meetings and have read 
the literature of unbelief 
They think 


they are fighting the idea of God 
In 


reality it is only some caricature of 
God The essence of the idea is seldom 
questioned even by professed atheists 
They are fighting the God of theology 
and not the living Gad 


"I should say that every man be 


heves In God who believes in liberty 
He has in him the essence o (faith in 
God who believes that liberty is al- 
ways and at all times practicable 


' Faith m God means faith in this 


universe 
It means faith in the ra 


tionality of this universe 
It means 


faith in the morality of this universe 
It means that such is the nature of the 
universe that truth must prevail here, 
that right must triumph 
It means 


faith in the eternal harmonies 
It 


means a boundless hope for the future 
It means confidence in the destiny of 


* that unconquerable spirit of 


optimism which inspired the words of 
Whittier 


' 'But life shall on and upward go 
Th eternal step of progress beats 
To that great anthem, calm and low, 
Which God repeats ' 


Now is it not apparent that faith 


in liberty is but a corollary of this faith 
in God ? 


"Suppose 
one believes 
that the 


foundations of the universe have been 
laid in equity and truth that error 
needs but to be known to be discredit 
ed that truth needs but to be tried to 
be proven 
Supoose one has the faith 


that m this world of truth falsehood 
must stumble at every step 
while 


reason and experience must continual 
ly admonish us of the righteous way 
He who has this faith in the weakness

1 Recently I saw a book which had 


been blue penciled by the censor of a

a book on social problems written by 
an earnest and thoughtful man

it taught a 'strange doctrine and was
